The New York Bankers' Association 


publicly state what the money lenders 
want and what they insist Congress 
shall grant them by legislation. 
They 


are not overly modest, in'their de- 
mands, which are as follows: 


"First—The legal tender note, com- 


monly called the greenback, should be 
retired by the use of money in the 
Treasury, and by the use of'lpng time, 
low interest-bearing bonds. 
Bullion 


heretofore held as a basis for Treasury 
notee will, by their retirement become 
available as additional security for sil- 
ver certificates still outstanding. 


"Second—National banks should be 


allowed to purchase these bonds and 
use them at par as the basis for circu- 
lating notes, no notes to tie issued for 
a less denomination, thau $10.-Ihe 
features of the present law relative to 
the tax on circulation and the 5 per 
cent redemption funds to remain un 
changed, except that the tax be re- 
duced to one half of one per cent, 
which will be ample to proeide for the 
expenses of the office of Comptroller 
of the Currency. 


"Third—All National Banks shall be 


required to redeem their notes at theii 
own counters and at the office of the 
Treasurer of the United States or any 
Assistant Treasurer in gold coin, and 
all deposits for the 5 per cent redemp- 
tion fund shall be in gold coin, 


"Fourth—National' Banks'-shall be 


allowed to establish branches in any 
part of the ccrantry. 
By means o 


these branches, the surplus money now 
in money canters can be utilized fo 
the moving of crops and the prosecu 
tion of general business." 


They want .greenbacks, which draw 


no interest, and which if lost or des 
troyed while in circulation benefits th 
Government, retired and interest-beat 
ing bonds issued ia their stead. On 
branch of the National Legislatur 
seems disposed to comply with th 
wishes of the bankers, but the vote on 
the Teller resolution clearly indicate 
that the Senate will not do so until i 
is remodeled after the Hanna Obi 
plan.

Friday was a field day in the United 


States Senate, no less than twenty-five 
Senators participating in the debate on 
the Teller resolution, declaring that 
the obligations of the United States 
should be paid in coiu, gold or silver, 
according to the terms of the contract. 


Senator Stewart, the gray haired 


silver champion of Nevada, opened the 
dincQBsiun in support of the resolu- 
tion. He maintained that, whether it be 
silver, gold or paper, it was a creature 
of law, the creation of money being in- 
herent in all independent Nations. He 
said that this statement had been up- 
held by the highest official tribunals, 
and cited history with instances of 
such creation of money. 


After a legal discussion of the money 


question, Mr. Stewart said, referring to 
the speech of President MoKinley in 
New York last night, that he regretted 
to see that the President had not stud- 
ied this question more deeply, andj thai 
he was utterly misguided. He quoted 
the following sentence from the Presi- 
dent's speech: 


"Nothing should ever tempt the 


United States— nothing ever will tempi 
us— to scale down the sacred debt ol 
the Nation through a legal technical 
ity. Whatever may be the language o! 
the contract, the United States wil 
discharge all of its obligations in th( 
currency 
recognized 
as 
the bes 


throughout the civilized world at the 
time ot payment." 


Mr. Stewart thought that this was a 


remarkable statement, winch mean 
simply tnat nothing but gold was goo 
enough for the bondholder*. Mr. Me 
Kinley, said Mr. Stewart, refers to th 
option of the Government to pay it 
obligations in either gold or silver, as 
a mere technicality, and he did this, 
too, in the face of his o*n vote in favor 
of the resolution we are considering. 
Now the President calls this option of 
the Government— worth thousands of 
dollars — a mere technicality. 


What language for a President to 


use," exclaimed Mr. Stewart. 
"We 


cannot use this money in the Treasury 
unless it is recognized by other Na- 
tions of the world as the best money. 
The despots aud gold syndicates of 
Europe are to name the kind of money, 
regardless of what the law of the 
United States may be." 


Referring to Secretary Gage, Mr. 


Stewart said he believed the Secretary 
to bean honest man— a man who would 
not rob a bank — but, he said, it Wiis dif- 
ficult (or Mr. Gage to look at this ques- 
tion except from the standpoint of a 
banker. He thought it 
unfortunate 


that the President had placed the 
Treasury Department in charge ol 
bankers, but he was glad the President 
had throvn off the cloak, and made the 
issue directly with the people. 


Mr. Cannon, ot Utah, followed in 


support of the resolution. Ho be- 
lieved that the only way in which the 


of silver and gold as money 
be maintained was to accord 
privileges of both metals at the 
. He held that ihe only other 


way to maintain the parity was to pile 
up interest-bearing obligations upon 
the people. He firmly denied that the 
advocates of free coinage were in favor 
of anything but a 100 cent dollar. 


"We do not believe, however," said 


Mr. Cannon, "in the deified dollar of 
Grover Cleveland, which is worshipped 
by the present Administration." 


He criticised the President for at- 


tending banquets of millionaires in 
New York, there perusing his menn 
bound in gold and then declaring m 
tavor of paying Government obliga- 
tions in gold in violation of the Na- 
tioa's right to dictate what money they 
should be paid m. 


Mr. Cannon said that, if there were 


no other reison for his support of the 
resolution, he would vote for ifto serve 
notice upon every creditor of the 
United States that he should live up to 
the contract he had entered into with 
the Government. 


Mr. Jones, of Arkansas began his 


speech m support of the resolution 


the poasitiun taken by Mr 


Allison, of Iowa. He thought the res 


lution would squarely align thos 
who held the various financial beliefs 
le said the resolution proposed to pa 
he full pound of flesh due, but abso 
ntely not a bit more. He read a com 
munication in a financial newspape 
o the effect that there would not be 
erions opposition to the legislatio 
proposed by the Monetary Gommi 
sion by the "recalcitrant Sliver Sena 
,ors." Mr. Jones gave notice that the | 
'recalcitrant Silver Senators" would 
have to be reckoned with pretty ser- 
iously before any euob legislation as 
that proposed got through the Senate. 


Mr. Jones said he made the broad 


statement that no Democrat, Silver 
Republican or Populist, had ever de- 
clared in favor of paying Government 
obligations in a depreciated currency.

How the Price Advances After the Skin 


Leave* Siberia. 


Up in the great •watershed dividing I 


Siberia and Mongolia lives a peculiar j 
race of people, half Chinese, half Tib- 
etans. Few Europeans have ever seen 
them. In fact, with tha exception of one 
or two enterprising explorers or geo- 
graphical enthusiasts whD have crossed 
the Altai range, European eyes have 
never gazed npon the aboriginal Syots 
of northern Mongolia. 


Sable hunting ia the Siberian moun- 


tains and northern Mongolia is confined 
almost exclusively to the Syots and oth- 
er native races, and it would surprise a 
good many fnr dealers in England to 
know the prices which are paid by the 
Siberian traders to these poor aborigines 
for the skins they collect. 


The Siberian trader, knowing his 


market, makes periodical journeys into 
Mongolia. It is safe to say he does not 
take a kopek of money with him, but he 
drags behind him a well stuffed caravan 
loaded with tea, tobacco, gunpowder 
and shot, strings of beads for the worn 
eu and roughly made moccasins for th 
men. In due course he will come acros 
a Syot encampment. 


The trader sits on his wagon and bar 


ters cheerfully. 
With the eye of a con 


noispeui' and with fingers rendered def 
by long practice he sees and feels th 
smooth, warm skins of the little ani 
male. 


This small black one—well, a tw 


ounce packet of tobacco is enough fo 
that; that laige black one—a iiandfu 
of shot and an equal quantity of gun 
powder; a packet of tea for a lovely 
skin with a long black stripe down tb 
center; this one, a fine skin, but a lit 
tie bit hurt by the hhot entering th 
back—well, bay a string of beadilo 
that. 


In their original undressed state it i 


safe to say that the skins do not cos 
the Siberian trader much more than a 
few ponce each on the average. As th< 
poor sable travels farther westward; 
however, he gets dearer and dearer. In 
Tomsk one can buy a very good sable 
for something like 6 or 6 rubles, abou 
13s. In Omsk few are Bold under 10 m 
bles—£1 Is. In Moscow 100 per cent 
goes on. In. St. Petersburg no one ex- 
cept the middle class or a functionary 
would wear a sable under £5. In Paris 
and London a real Siberian sable skin 
will fetch anything up to £20, but the 
imitation sables of the present day have 
done much to depreciate this wonderful 
trade. —London Mail.

Sheep Ticks. 


Every one who has sheep knows the 


tick, the worst pest of this animal, that 
docs serious harm to the young lambs 
without suspicion of the cause to the 
shepherd. This reddish brown creature 
is a wingless fly and a very greedy blood- 
sucker, A dozen of them on a lamb will 
quickly suck the little one dry. It is to 
bo looked after at the time of shearing, 
when these insects go for shelter to the 
lambs. It is found mostly where the 
animal cannot reach it—on its head, 
buried in the skin, sucking the blood. 


Its skin is tough, and it is not easily 


crushed with less than a blow of a ham- 
mer. In small flocks it is not much of a 
job to go through, with a pair of 
small scissors to cut the ticks in two, 
but where the flock is over a score it 
will be necessary to dip the lambs.— 
Exchange.
